The essential elements of the offense of Unlawful Possession With hi tent to Distribute 100 



or More Marijuana Plants, 21 U.S. C, Section 841 (a)(1) and (b)(1)(B) are as follows: 

1. That the defendant possessed a controlled substance; 

2. That the defendant possessed the controlled substance knowingly and 
intentionally; 

3. That when the defendant possessed the controlled substance he had the 
specific intent to distribute it; 

4. That the materials defendant possessed were marijuana plants; and 
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5 . That defendant possessed 100 or more marijuana plants .

m. PENALTIES 



Pursuant to 21 U.S.C. Section 841 (a)(1) and (b)(1)(B), the charge of Unlawful Possession 
with Intent to Distribute Marijuana 1 00 or More Plants :

a term in prison of not more than 40 years; 

a mandatory minimum sentence of five years imprisoiiment; 

a fine of not more than $2,000,000; and 

a term of supervised release of not more than four years. 



IV. FACTUAL PROFFER IN SUPPORT OF GUILTY PLEA 

Had this matter proceeded to trial, the Govenmient was prepared to prove beyond a 
reasonable doubt that on Januaryll, 2006 at approximately 10:15 a.m., Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Fu-earm ("ATF") and Drug Enforcement Administration ("DBA") agents along with Metropolitan 
Police Department ("MPD") officers executed a search warrant at 2416 Ev;arts Street, NE, 
Washin^on, D.C. As soon as entered residence, the agents andofficers smelled marijuana, and saw 



defendant coming down stairs. They detained defendant: and searched the home. In the basement,

the officers and agents found over 200 marijuana plants of various sizes growing under large lights, 



and bags of fertilizers. Officers found defendant's passport and other documents in defendant's 



name in an upstairs bedroom.
